PARIS, France, Jan. 24.— A fourth of 


France, it is estimated, is under water 
today. 
Snow and rain are adding to 


the floods which arc unprecedented in 
the history o£ the present generation. 


The Seine continued to rise today, 


and the situation in this city grew worse 
hourly. 
Water has drowned out 
the

Owning to the difficulty of getting food 


into the city, market prices have been 
rained, adding another element of dis- 
tress to the poorer classes. It is esti- 
mated that 25,000 laborers have been 
thrown out of their regular 
employ- 


ment. 


Fortunately tho casualties have been 


comparatively few, but frequent narrow 
escapes from death are reported. The 
explosion of boilers in inundated factor- 
ies is an occasional element of danger. 


An extraordinary amount of livestock 


in reported to have been drowned in the 
departments of Marno, Aube, Asne and 
Meusc. 


It is now believed that the Eiffel tow- 


er,1 the foundations of which were threat- 
ened by the -waters is no longer in dan- 
ger of collapsing.

Each dny absence is an ofl'ensc. 


(i. Any parent or guardian who has 


been proceeded against under the provis- 
ions of this net may prove in defensn 
that he is unable to compel the child 
under his control to attend school or 
work, and the district attorney slmll pro- 
secute such child as being incorrigible or 
otherwise according to law.' and in case 
of commitment Men child shall be com- 
mitted to an industrial school, or to 
some school or association controlled by 
persons of the same religious faith. 


7. It is the duty of superintendents of 


schools, to compare carefully the reports 
of attendance and enrollment with the 
reports of the last school census on file 
in his office and ascertain therefrom 
the names of all children who are not 
complying with the provisions of this 
law, and it is the duty of such superin- 
tendents to report the name of such chil- 
dren together with the names and ad- 
dresses of the parents or guardians to the. 
truancy officer.

The truant officer shall at once 


serve notice on the parent or guardian 
(o cause stieli cliild or children to hr sent 
to some school within five day? from the 
service of such no-ice.

If after five days' notice the par- 


ents or.guardians ..fail or neglect, to send 
such child.or children to school, it is the 
duty of the truant officer to make com- 
plaint before the proper court. 


10. The truant officer, or other officers 


having the power- of truancy 
officers;

warrant any child or'children found vio-
